OUR BRUNER ANCESTORS IN AMERICA 
By Henry Lane Bruner and Elizabeth Bruner Taylor 


INTRODUCTION 


The authors of this paper are children of Francis 
Marion Bruner and grandchildren of Henry Bruner. We 
obtained our earliest information concerning our Bruner 
ancestors from our grandfather, who was born in 1812 
in Breckenridge, County, Ky., and died in 1901 in Illinois. 
He told us that the name of his father was also Henry, 
that his grandfather was Leonard Bruner and that they 
were descendants of German immigrants who lived near 
the town of Frederick, Maryland. 

Beginning our search for details in Breckenridge Coun- 
ty, Ky., we discovered that a descendant of Leonard 
Bruner was then living on a part of the Leonard Bruner 
estate. From this man, Hubert Leon Bruner, a retired 
high school teacher, we learned that Leonard Bruner’s 
father (name unknown) had moved to Kentucky from 
Virginia, where the father owned Jand on. the Potomac 
River; also that Leonard and his father had arrived in 
Kentucky about 1786. 

Information was then sought, with the aid of geneal- 
ogists, in the southern counties of Pennsylvania and the 
western counties of Maryland, retracing the course which 
the Bruners probably took when they moved to Kentucky. 
From the Pennsylvania Archives it was learned that 
Leonard Bruner was a resident of western Pennsylvania 
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from 1782-1786, but there was no evidence that he owned 
land. Two other Bruners, Michael and George, were also 
there 1783 to 1786. A search in Brunertown, now 
Somerset, Pa., revealed nothing of interest. In Bedford 
County we obtained from a genealogist a clew to the 
marriage of Leonard Bruner. This information was con- 
tained in the will of Conrad Claycomb, a resident of 
Berkeley County, Va., some of whose descendants now 
reside in Bedford County, Pa. Examination of Berkeley 
County records showed that Conrad Claycomb had bought 
land on the Potomac River in that county in 1775. 
Further search in Berkeley County revealed the name of 
Leonard Bruner among the witnesses to-a deed from John 
Hood to Michael Bruner. The land so conveyed was near 
the tract purchased in 1773 by Conrad Claycomb. Since 
Berkeley County was a part of Frederick County, Va., 
until 1772, search was also made in Frederick County 
but Leonard’s name was not found. 

The investigation was then taken to Frederick County, 
Md., where the baptismal record of Leonard Bruner was 
found in the German Reformed Church at Frederick, the 
parents being Michael Bruner and his wife, Barbara. 
Further search in Frederick and Prince George’s coun- 
ties and at Annapolis resulted in the discovery of 
Michael’s father, Jacob, and his grandfather, Joseph 
Bruner. Through a friend who was also searching for 
Bruner ancestors, we found a booklet on ‘‘ arly Settle- 
ment of Germans in Maryland,’’ by I. T. Schultz, which 
contained information concerning Joseph Bruner and his 
family, the location of land purchased in Maryland, and 
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the location of Joseph’s home in Germany. Additional 
data were obtained from a resident of I*rederick, Md., 
who is a descendant of Joseph’s son, John. Finally, 
much information was discovered in church records, land 
records and wills. 

The family name of our German ancestors was spelled 
(‘‘distorted and mutilated’’) in different ways in the 
early American records. The more common spellings 
were Brunner and Bruner, but Branner, Brawner, 
Brewner, Prunder, ete., can be found. lor the sake of 
uniformity we shall use the form Bruner, other spellings 
being given in parenthesis, if necessary.

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JOSEPH BRUNER (8) 

Our Bruner line was established in America by Joseph 
Bruner, a German Protestant, who came to the new world 
in quest of political and religious liberty. His German 
home was in Schifferstadt (Schefferstadt) Rheinpfalz 
(Rhine Palatinate). At the time when Joseph Bruner 
emigrated, the Rheinpfalz included territory both east 
and west of the Ithine River. The eastern division con- 
tained the important towns Heidelberg and Mannheim, 
the latter being capital of the entire province. Schiffer- 
stadt was in the western part of the province, on Reh 
Bach, a tributary of the Rhine. In 1802 the Rheinpfalz 
lost its territory east of the Rhine, the greater part of 
which, including Heidelberg and Mannheim, was annexed 
by Baden. The present boundaries of the Rheinpfalz were 
fixed in 1815, when it became a dependency of Bavaria, 
with Speyer as the seat of government. The modern 
Rheinptalz is a rich grain-producing region with an area 
of 2,124 square miles. In 1890 it had a population of 
728,422 and Schifferstadt had 5,000. 

The first member of Joseph Bruner’s family to reach 
America was his oldest son, Jacob, who arrived in Phila- 
delphia, Pa., on the ship Mortonhouse, August 23, 1728. 
He took the oath of allegiance to the King of England 
August 24, 1728, under the name Jacob Brunner. (Strass- 
burger-Hinke, Pennsylvania German Pioneers, Vol. 1, 
pages 17 and 18.) There is no evidence in the passenger 
list of the Mortonhouse, indicating that Jacob Bruner 
had a family when he came to America. Only the men are 
named. However, Miss-Minnie E. Bruner, Wabash, In- 
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diana, a descendant of Jacob Bruner, reports that Peter 
Bruner, a son of Jacob, was born in 1724, and it is 
entirely possible that the unnamed 67 women and 56 chil- 
dren on the Mortonhouse included Jacob Bruner’s wife 
and one or more of his children. 

Joseph Bruner, with other members of his family, 
sailed for America on the ship Allen, July 7, 1729, and 
reached Philadelphia Sept. 11, 1729. In the passenger 
list Joseph and his children (John, Henry and Catherine 
Elizabeth) are enrolled under the name ‘‘Prunder.”’ 
Joseph’s wife is not listed and it is assumed that she died 
in Germany. A young son, Elias, was probably a pas- 
senger but is not named. A married: daughter, Anna 
Barbara, and her husband, Christian Getzendanner, were 
also passengers on the Allen. (Strassburger-Hinke, 
Pennsylvania German Pioneers, Vol. 1, p. 27, List 10 A.) 
The adult males of the group, including three Bruners 
(Joseph, John and Henry) and Christian Getzendanner, 
were naturalized at the Philadelphia Courthouse Sep- 
tember 15, 1729. In the naturalization list the name 
Prunder was changed to ‘‘Bruner.’’ (Strassburger- 
Hinke, Pennsylvania German Pioneers, Vol. 1, p. 29, Lists 
10 B and 10 C; also Penn. Archives, Series 2, Vol. 17, 
page 18.) 

Other immigrants who came to America with the 
Bruners may be mentioned here: Jacob Sturm (Storm) 
arrived with Jacob Bruner August 23, 1728, and was 
naturalized with Jacob August 24, 1728. Maria Anna 
Sturm, probably a daughter of Jacob Sturm, married 
Peter Bruner, son of Jacob, in Frederick, Md. The 
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Amwigh (Amweg) family, including Lenhart, John 
Michael and Magdalena, came to America with Joseph 
Bruner September 11, 1729. Lenhart Amwigh was 
naturalized with Joseph Bruner September 15, 1729.

Arrival in Prince George’s County, Maryland 


The movements of the Bruners after their arrival in 
Philadelphia are not definitely known. Germantown, at 
that time a separate town near Philadelphia, was a meet- 
ing place for Protestant refugees from western Germany, 
but there is no evidence that the Bruners were there. 
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We do know, however, that they eventually joined the 
migration of Pennsylvania Germans toward western 
Maryland and Virginia where vacant lands could be ob- 
tained at prices much lower than the customary prices in 
Pennsylvania. 

The route taken by these immigrants led through the 
southern counties of Pennsylvania to the present Adams 
County, from which it followed the Monocacy River into 
Maryland. By this route, about 1729, came members of 
the Lutheran Church, who established on the west bank 
of the Monocacy, a settlement called Monocacy—the first 
German settlement in Maryland (Schultz, p. 39). A large 
number of Germans trom York and Lancaster Counties, 
Pa., including the Ramsbergs and VPeckinbaughs, also 
settled near Monocacy. Both of these families were 
friends of the Bruners. Stephen Ramsberg married 
Catherine Bruner, daughter of Joseph. (Schultz, pp. 23, 
41.) By the Monocacy River route probably came the 
Bruners, members of the German Reformed Church, who 
located ten miles south of the Monocacy settlement, on 
land near the present town of Frederick, Md. 

The land occupied by the Bruners was part of a 7,000 
acre tract, called ‘* Tasker’s Chance,’’ which was patented 
June 7, 1727, to Benjamin Tasker, President of the Coun- 
cil of Maryland. The Bruners and Getzendanners were 
among the first to settle in Tasker’s Chance (Schultz, 
p. 39). They chose a location on Carroll Creek, near the 
Monocacy River—a location which must have reminded 
them of their German home on Reh Bach, near the Rhine. 
The picture was completed when Joseph Bruner pur- 
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chased a tract of land on Carroll Creek and called it 
‘**Schifferstadt’’ in honor of his native city. The Bruners 
probably occupied their land some years before they ob- 
tained deeds. When Joseph Bruner finally received a 
deed in 1746, it was definitely stated that the grantee ‘‘is 
now in actual possession (Schultz, p. 7).’’ 


The Bruners Take the Oath of Allegiance to Maryland 


Apparently the earliest official reference to the 
Bruners, as residents of Prince George’s County, has 
been found in the naturalization list, dated May 3, 1740, 
when Joseph and his family took the oath of allegiance 
to Lord Baltimore, Proprietor of Maryland. (See Rec- 
ords of the Council of Maryland, Book 82; also, Mary- 
land Magazine of History, Vol. 26, p. 156.) At the time 
mentioned the family of Joseph Bruner (called Branner) 
included the following children and grandchildren: 

Joseph Bruner and son, Elias 

Jacob Bruner and children: Peter, Michael, John, 
Jacob, Mary and Elizabeth 

John Bruner and children: John, Jacob, Catherine 
Barbara and Mary 

Henry and his son, John 

(Two neighbors of the Bruners, Christian Thomas and 
Jacob Stoner (Steiner), were naturalized at the same 
time.) 

Attention is called to the fact that the wives of the 
sons of Joseph Bruner are not included in the foregoing 
list, although their daughters are named; also to the 
fact that the list contains the name of Joseph’s fourth, 
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and youngest son, Elias, who was not mentioned in the 
passenger list of the ship Allen which brought Joseph 
Bruner to America. 


The Purchase of Land 


According to the evidence at hand, the first real estate 
purchased by the Bruners in Prince George’s County 
was a tract of 25 acres, called ‘‘Inlett,’’ which was sur- 
veyed for Jacob Bruner, June 29, 1741, and patented 
September 29, 1743. (See Liber P. T. No. 1, Folio 179, 
Land Office, Annapolis, Md.) Another tract of 100 aves, 
ealled ‘*Christian’s Choice,’’? was purchased November 
11, 1742, by Christian Getzendanner, son-in-law of Joseph 
Bruner. A copy of this deed is printed by Schultz on 
page 44. In 1745 the purchase of land in Prince George’s 
County was stimulated by the founding of a town on 
Carroll Creck, west of the Monocacy River. The town 
site was surveyed in September, 1745, by Michael 
Dulaney, agent of Benjamin Tasker, and was named 
Fredericktown (later Frederick), in honor of the young 
son of Lord Baltimore. After the survey was made, there 
Were many applications for lands near the town site. 
The following deeds, all dated July 28, 1746, were issued 
to members of Joseph Bruner’s family (Schultz, pages 
48, 49): 

To Joseph Bruner (Brunner), a tract of 303 acres, 
called ‘‘Schifferstadt,’’ now in his actual possession; 
cash payment, 10 pounds. In 1753, this land was deeded 
by Joseph to his son, Elias (a minor in 1746), from whom 
it passed to other descendants of Joseph. The estate of

one of these, Dr. Lewis Steiner, deceased, held the land 
in 1896. 

To Henry Bruner, a tract of 186 acres, called ‘‘ Carroll 
Creek,’’ lying east of Joseph Bruner’s land; cash pay- 
ment, 30 pounds. 

To John Bruner, a tract of 23214 acres, called ‘* What- 
a-Will,’’ adjoining Joseph Bruner’s land; cash payment, 
20 pounds. 

To Jacob Bruner, a tract of 248 acres, called ‘* Puck 
Levells,’’ adjoining John Bruner’s land; cash payment, 
15 pounds. 

To Stephen Ramsberg, son-in-law of Joseph Bruner, 
473 acres, called ‘‘ Mortality’’; cash payment, 15 pounds. 
(Stephen Ramsberg married Catherine-Bruner, daughter 
of Joseph.) 

The records of the deeds to Joseph Bruner and his 
sons, Jacob, John and Henry, have not been found. The 
deed by which Joseph transferred his tract Schifferstadt 
to his son, Elias, in 1753, is recorded at Frederick, Md., 
in Land Records of Frederick County. A copy of this 
deed is given on pages 16, 17, Liber E, Folio 66. 


Legal Forms of Transfer 

The form of patent or deed issued to purchasers of 
these lands was reminiscent of feudal days, being based 
on the theory that the soil belonged to the proprietor. 
The typical patent required a cash payment (caution), 
usually 5 pounds for each 100 acres, and an annual quit 
rent payable in cash or produce. Quit rents were a per- 
petual tax on all kinds of land. If the purchaser sold

the land he must also pay the proprietor an alienation 
fee equal to one whole year’s quit rent. If quit rent or 
alienation fee was not paid when due the title reverted 
to the proprietor who could then sell the land again. Such 
deeds were issued to Joseph Bruner and his sons July 26, 
1746. Similar documents are reproduced on pages 46-50, 
and pages 57-62. Document 5, pages 57-62, also includes 
a building requirement. Document 1, pages 43-46; docu- 
ment 3, pages 50-53, and document 4, payes 58-57 include 
certificates that alienation fees have been paid. The suc- 
cess of the Revolution put an end to quit rents and alien- 
ation fees; new deeds were given after resurvey of the 
lands (Schultz). 
Gernian Population of Maryland 


When the Bruners came to Maryland, Prince George’s 
County included the present counties of Prince George, 
Carroll (in part), Montgomery, Frederick, Washington, 
Allegheny, Garrett and the District of Columbia. With 
increase of population, this extensive territory was sub- 
divided. The process began in 1748, when Prince 
George’s County was reduced to its present limits and 
the western part of the territory was organized to form 
Frederick County, with the town of Frederick as its 
county seat. Frederick County was reduced to its present 
limits in 1835, after separation of Montgomery and 
Washington in 1776, and of Carroll in 1835. This rapid 
growth of the population of Maryland, which began about 
1733, was due chiefly to the arrival of large numbers of 
German immigrants. There were very few Germans in 
Maryland in 1700. In 1756 the majority of the population 
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was German. In the town of Frederick, German was the 
language of the street down to the Revolution. (Scharf, 
History of Western Maryland, Vol. 1, p. 484.) 


Religion Among the German Colonists 


The colony of Maryland was established in 1634 as a 
refuge for persecuted Catholics. In 1694, however, after 
the Protestants had gained control of the Maryland As- 
sembly, the English Church was made the state church 
of the colony and a tax was imposed on all taxables for 
its support. This condition continued up to the Revolu- 
tion. (See D. W. Nead, Proceedings of the Pennsylvania- 
German Society, Vol. 22, pp. 89-91; also Bernard Steiner, 
Religious History of Maryland, in Maryland Historical 
Magazine, Vol. 21, p. 10.) 

The majority of the colonists of Prince George’s and 
Frederick Counties were members of the Lutheran and 
German Reformed Churches, and a very friendly spirit 
existed between them. Before the town of I*rederick was 
founded both Lutheran and German Reformers used a 
log church at Monocacy which the Lutherans had erected 
about 1733 (Schultz, p. 7). After the founding of Fred- 
erick, in 1745, Lutheran and German Reformed Churches 
were erected there, and both Monocacy and its church 
declined. In 1896 only the old cemetery and a few houses 
survived, the cemetery having been united meanwhile 
with the cemetery of Creagerstown, founded about 1765 
adjacent to the site of Monocacy (Schultz, pp. 21, 22). 
In the newer part of the cemetery, in 1896, was the 
marked grave of George Peckinbaugh, a friend of the 
Bruners (See page 15).

In 1740, or somewhat earlier, the settlers living near 
the site of the present town of Frederick orgamized a 
German Reformed Church, probably the first congrega- 
tion of this faith in Maryland. We do not know where its 
first meetings were held. According to present knowl- 
edge, the first building erected by the Reformers in Mary- 
land was a log structure built in 1748 in the town of 
Frederick, on a lot donated by Daniel Dulaney, surveyor 
of the site of the town. (See Schultz, p. 8.) his church 
was replaced in 1763-1764 by a larger stone building, with 
a spire 60 feet high. Jacob Bruner was chairman of the 
building committee and John Bruner was one of the trus- 
tees. A generation later, 1794, the official board of this 
church included a Jacob Bruner, a Jolin Bruner and a 
John Bruner, the son of Henry (Maryland History Mag., 
Vol. 10, p. 59). In 1848 a third church building was 
erected on a new site. The body of the old church was 
torn down but the church tower was left, and was still 
standing in 1796 (Schultz, p. 8). 


Political Freedom in Maryland 


The charter which the British Monarch gave to Lord 
Baltimore for the government of Maryland provided for 
an elective assembly whose acts became laws as soon 
as Baltimore signed them. The consent of the King was 
not necessary. Taxes could be levied only by the as- 
sembly; taxation by the English government was for- 
bidden. Lord Baltimore could also coin money, establish 
courts and pardon criminals; and these powers were 
inherited by his children. Thus we see that Lord Balti- 
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more had almost as much power in Maryland as King 
Charles had in England. The colonists, also, had all the 
rights and privileges of Englishmen born in the mother 
country. (Gordy, Hist. of the United States, pp. 38, 39.) 

But in spite of the good intentions of Lord Baltimore, 
abuses occurred in the details of Maryland government. 
The following example is given because it reveals the 
reactions of the settlers. It occurred in 1748, when cer- 
tain officials attempted to collect illegal fees to pay for 
the cost of collecting the taxes. Some of the settlers 
refused to pay the tax and moved away; others paid the 
tax to avoid trouble, still others appealed to the Council 
of Maryland. At a meeting called by thie Council June 7, 
1748, Stephen Ramsberg, son-in-law of Joseph Bruner, 
stated the attitude of the colonists when he said: ‘‘They 
had been oppressed in their native land and were appre- 
hensive of being equally oppressed here.’’ After examin- 
ing several witnesses the President of the Council recom- 
mended that the officers should be more careful ‘‘not to 
exact fees or to take any not warranted by law (Archives 
of Maryland, Vol. 28, p. 420). 


The Bruners and the Revolution 

The events which led to the Revolution stirred the 
Maryland Germans as they did the colonists elsewhere. 
After the passage of the Stamp Act, in 1765, a meeting 
of citizens was held at Frederick and the Act was con- 
demned in the strongest terms. (Proc. Penn. German 
Society, Vol. 22, p. 185.) November 18, 1774, the settlers 
of Frederick County voted to support the decisions of the 
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First Continental Congress at Philadelphia and a com- 
mittee, which included Klias Bruner, was appointed to 
execute these decisions (As above, p. 188). A large num- 
ber of Joseph Bruner’s descendants participated in the 
war of the Revolution, including our ancestor, Leonard 
Bruner, whose record is given later. 


JACOB BRUNER, SON OF JOSEPH 


Jacob Bruner (7) caine to America in 1728, apparently 
as an advance agent who was to obtain information and 
make certain preparations for the arrival of his father 
and the other children, who came a year later. As already 
stated (page 17), the first land purchased by the Bruners 
in Prince George’s County was a tract of 25 acres, called 
‘*Tnlet,’? which was patented to Jacob Bruner Sept. 29, 
1743. Jacob bought ‘‘Puck Levells,’’ 248 acres in 
‘‘Tasker’s Chance,’’ July 28, 1746. In 1751 Jacob pur- 
chased 100 acres in ‘‘Chevy Chase,’’ Catoctin Valley, also 
Frederick County. In 1753 Jacob added 630 acres of 
unoccupied land to his 100 acres and obtained from the 
agent of Lord Baltimore a patent for the entire tract 
of 730 acres under the name ‘‘ Resurvey on Chevy Chase,’’ 
for which Jacob paid a caution (cash) of 31 pounds 10 
shillings sterling and promised to pay an annual quit rent 
of 1 pound 9 shillings and 2 pence halfpenny sterling. 
(See copy of deed, p. 46.) 

In 1755 Jacob Bruner and his wife, Barbara, deeded 
parts of their Chevy Chase land to their sons, Peter and 
Michael, the latter, who is our ancestor, receiving 167 
acres. (Land Records of Frederick, Md., Liber I, Folio, 
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697.) Jacob sold the last piece of Chevy Chase in 1761. 
No record of the sale of Puck Levells or the Inlet has 
been found. Jacob Bruner probably remained in Mary- 
land until he died. 


Children of Jacob Bruner and Barbara Pruner 


Peter Bruner, born 1724, in Germany; died 1821, in 
America; married Maria Anna Sturm (Storm) in Fred- 
erick Co., Md.; their children were Johann, born 1751; 
Charlotte, born 1754; Maria Elizabeth, born 1761; Jacob, 
born 1763. 

Michael Bruner, born about 1729; married Barbara —; 
died about 1814 in Breckenridge Co., Ky. Details below. 

John Bruner, married Catherine Barbara Sturm 
(Storm), of Frederick County, Md. 

Jacob Bruner, Mary Bruner, Elizabeth Bruner are 
named in the naturalization list of May 3, 1740, but no 
details concerning them are known. 


MICHAEL BRUNER, SON OF JACOB AND BARBARA BRUNER 


The exact date of Michael Bruner’s birth is not known. 
He was naturalized with his father, Jacob, May 3, 1740, 
in Prince George’s County. In 1755, presumably after he 
reached maturity, he received from his father a gift of 
167 acres of Chevy Chase land. (See copy of deed on 
page 50.) Michael and his wife, Barbara, sold their 
Chevy Chase land August 18, 1761, for 69 pounds. (See 
copy of deed on page 53.) About this tune Michael moved 
his family across the Potomac River into Frederick 
County, Virginia, where he had already purchased land. 
His first Virginia land was bought April 6, 1758, when 
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he paid Simeon Rice 5 shillings for 6614 acres on the 
Potomac River (I*rederick County Records, Winchester, 
Va., Book 4, p. 411). Michael sold 114 acres of this land 
in 1768; the remaining 65 acres he held until 1781, per- 
haps later. It was probably his chief residence in Vir- 
ginia; probably, also, the site of a mill which he operated 
for several years. When Berkeley County’ was formed 
from a part of I*rederick County, in 1772, this land was 
included in Berkeley. July 21, 1764, Thomas Shepherd 
sold to Michael Bruner, for the sum of 10 shillings, one- 
half-acre lot in Mecklenburg (later Shepherdstown), with 
the provision that the purchaser within two years ‘‘shall 
erect thereon one good dwelling house twenty feet long 
and sixteen feet wide with a brick or stone chimney”’ 
(deed on page 57). This lot was sold May 7, 1771. An- 
other Mecklenburg lot of five acres, which Michael bought 
in 1767 was sold May 7, 1771, for 40 pounds (Records of 
Frederick County, at Winchester, Va.). 

Michael Bruner also purchased two tracts of Berkeley 
County land from members of the Hood family who 
owned 1,175 acres on Back Creek near the Potomac. 
September 14, 1773, Michael paid Tunas Hood 100 pounds 
for 106 acres of this land. A second tract of 193 acres 
was bought August 11, 1775, from John Hood. The deed 
for this second tract was signed by Leonard Bruner as a 
witness. This is the first appearance of Leonard Bruner 
in the records of Virginia. Both tracts of this land, 209 
acres, were sold by a single deed, Nov. 18, 1777, to James 
Hannah, of Lancaster County, Pa. (See Berkeley County 
Records, Martinsburg, Deed Book 4, page 421.) 
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After Nov. 18, 1777, Michael was still owner of 65 acres 
of Virginia land which he had purchased in 1758. Accord- 
ing to the rent roll of Berkeley County, Michael paid 
quit rent on this land until 1781. (See Rent Roll, in 
‘*Historic Shepherdstown’’ by Danske Dandridge.) In 
1781 or 1782 Michael and Leonard Bruner moved to 
western Pennsylvania, whence they later went to Ken- 
tucky. Additional details concerning Michael Bruner will 
be given in connection with Leonard.

George Leonard Bruner, baptized June 10, 1753, at 
German Reformed Church, Frederick, Md.; witness, 
Maria Peckinbaugh; married about 1776, Charlotte Clay- 
comb; died about 1832, Breckenridge County, Ky. 

Joseph Jacob Bruner, baptized April 11, 1757, at Ger- 
man Reformed Church, Frederick, Md.; witnesses, Jacob 
Bruner, Maria Schley. 

George Peter Bruner, baptized June 13, 1758, at Ger- 
man Reformed Church, Frederick, Md.; witnesses, 
George Peter Peckinbaugh and Maria Peckinbaugh. 

Mary Bruner, married June 30, 1791, John MeDonald, 
at Louisville, Ky. 

Catherine Bruner, married June 16, 1792, Samuel 
Spinser, Louisville, Ky. 


LEONARD BRUNER, SON OF MICHAEL AND BARBARA BRUNER 


The biography of George Read Bruner, published in 
‘*Kentucky, a History of the State,’’ by Battle, Kniffin 
and Perrin, 1888, contains the statement that Leonard 
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Bruner’s father “‘lived in Virginia on the Potomac River, 
that Leonard was brought up on the farm, and after at- 
taining his majority was associated with his father in 
the milling and distilling business.’’ Leonard reached 
legal age in 1774. The next year he signed his first legal 
document, a deed from John Hood to Michael Bruner, 
which Leonard signed as a witness. 

April 29, 1776, Leonard Bruner received payment for 
two rifles which he delivered to Captain Jolin Nelson, at 
Hagerstown, Md., for the Continental Army. (Maryland 
Historical Magazine, Vol. 12, p. 162.) 

About 1776, Leonard Bruner married Charlotte Clay- 
comb, daughter of Conrad Claycomb, of Berkeley County, 
Va., who resided on the Potomae River, near Michael 
Bruner. The marriage record has not been found, but the 
marriage is attested by the following: 1. The records of 
Salem Church, Washington County, Md.; which an- 
nounced the birth and baptism of Elizabeth, daughter of 
Leonard Bruner and his wife, Charlotte. Ilizabeth was 
born Oct. 16, 1778, and was baptized Feb. 7, 1779. Eliza- 
beth Claycomb, wife of Conrad Claycomb, signed the 
record as a witness. 2. The will of Conrad Clayeomb, 
signed Feb. 7, 1780, and probated in 1784, states that his 
daughter, Charlotte, is the wife of Leonard Bruner. 
(Breckenridge Co. Records, Hardinsburg, Ky.) 

In 1781 or 1782 Michael and Leonard Pruner, with their 
families, joined the movement from Maryland and Vir- 
ginia to Kentucky—a movement which cost the older 
states nearly half of their population between the 
years 1775 and 1792 (M. J. Spaulding, Early Catholic 
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Missions of Kentucky). In this movement, about the 
‘ same time, were included several other Bruners, also 
Claycombs from Virginia and Peckinbaughs from Mary- 
land. July 9, 1782, when Michael and Leonard had 
reached western Pennsylvania, Leonard was called to 
serve in Captain Thomas Morton’s Company of West- 
moreland County, Pa., Militia (Penn. Archives, Series 6, 
Vol. 2, p. 340. It is uncertain how long Leonard remained 
with the militia, but Leonard and Michael paid taxes (no | 
land tax) in Menallen Township, Fayette County (formed 
from part of Westmoreland), from 1783 to 1786 (Penn. 
Archives, Ser. 3, Vol. 12, pages 447,°554, 614). In 1783 
they were joined by George Bruner, probably a relative 
who remained with them until 1786 and went with them 
to Kentucky. In 1786, came also George Peckinhbaugh, a 
friend of the Bruners in Maryland. One George Peter 
Peckinbaugh and his wife, Maria, were witnesses at the 
baptism of George Peter Bruner, son of Michael and his 
wife, Barbara, at Frederick, Md. Maria Peckinbaugh was 
also a witness of the baptism of Leonard Bruner, at the 
same place. (See pp. 8, 9, Penn. Archives, Series 6, Vol. 
2.) 

Michael, Leonard, and George Bruner reached Ken- 
tucky in 1786, and from 1789 to 1791 they paid taxes in 
Louisville, Jefferson County. In 1793 Michael and Leon- 
ard moved into Hardin County (formed 1892), where 
they joined four of the sons of Conrad Claycomb of Vir- 
ginia: Balsar, Frederick, Peter and George. Both Clay- 
combs and Bruners bought land in Hardin County, and 
when Breckenridge County was formed, in 1799, from a 
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part of Hardin County, the Bruners and Claycombs be- 
came residents of Breckenridge Co. Three ot the Clay- 
combs, Balsar, Frederick and George, purchased land on 
Sugartree Run about 1795. April 16, 1803, George Clay- 
comb sold to Leonard Bruner 200 acres of his Sugartree 
land for the sum of 100 pounds (Breckenridge County 
Deeds, Book A, page 164). April 1, 1811, Balsar Clay- 
comb sold Leonard Bruner 150 acres of Sugartree land 
for 125 pounds (Breckenridge County Deeds, Book C, 
page 20). Leonard Bruner had probably occupied this 
second tract for several years prior to 1811; he began to 
pay taxes on it in 1799. Feb. 21, 1794, Michael Bruner 
paid William Hardin 5 shillings for-five lots in Hardin 
Town (Hardinsburg), then in Hardin County (Hardin 
County Records, Elizabethtown, Ky., Deed Book A, 
page 439). 

May 19, 1800, Michael Bruner was excused from pay- 
ment of taxes in Breckenridge County ‘‘because of age 
and infirmity.’’ In August, 1814, Michael sold his 
Hardinsburg lots by two deeds, both of which were signed 
by his wife, Barbara. Both deeds were signed by Leonard 
Bruner asa witness. They were apparently the last deeds 
made by Michael and Barbara. 

(A younger Michael Bruner, whose wife was Elizabeth, 
sold several tracts of land between 1827 and 1836 and 
moved to Illinois, where he died. His father was Adam 
Bruner, a Revolutionary soldier, who was buried near 
Rio, Knox County, Ill.) 

After they reached maturity, the four sons of Leonard 
Bruner continued to live on their father’s plantation on 
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Sugartree Run. For a few years they paid personal taxes 
only, George, probably the oldest, beginning in 1804, 
Peter and Henry in 1805, John a few years later. In 1814 
the three older sons began to pay land taxes, George 
assuming the tax on 100 acres; Peter and Henry, the tax 
on 50 acres each, while Leonard was assessed for 150 
acres only. In 1819 Henry withdrew from Sugartree Run, 
John assumed the tax on 150 acres and Leonard paid tax 
on 50 acres. (See tax lists of Breckenridge County in the 
library of the Kentucky State Historical Society, Frank- 
fort, Ky.) Henry Bruner, son of Leonard, moved to 
Yellowbank Creek in 1819 where he bought °00 acres of 
land, presumably with his father’s assistance. (For 
further information concerning Henry, see page 35.) 
George, Peter and John received deeds for land on 
Sugartree Run August 2, 1830. On that date, as recorded 
in Deed Book I, Leonard Bruner and his wife, Charlotte, . 
conveyed 124 acres to George Bruner (page 416); 8514 
acres to Peter Bruner (page 211); and 144 acres to Jolin 
Bruner (page 210). 

June 9, 1832, Leonard Bruner signed a will which has 
been preserved with the family papers of Hubert Leon 
Bruner, a descendant of Leonard (See page {). This will 
bequeathed a small sum of money to Leonard’s two 
daughters, Mary, wife of William Mitchell, and I¢lizabeth, 
wife of Anthony Horton; and a small tract of land to 
each of his sons, George and John. Since Leonard does 
not mention his wife, Charlotte, she was probably dead 
when the will was made. 
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Children of Leonard (5) and Charlotte Bruner 
With Some of Their Grandchildren 

The children of Leonard Bruner were well-known to 
our grandfather, Henry Bruner, who lived among them 
for more than twenty years in Breckenridge County, Ky. 
The list which he gave us has been verified by the official 
records of Maryland and lxentucky. The first-born child 
was probably [lizabeth, whose birth occurred before 
Leonard and Charlotte left Virginia. Jolin, the youngest 
son, was born after the parents reached Kentucky. The 
complete list of children, with marriages and other in- 
formation follows: 

Elizabeth was born Oct. 16, 1778,°and was baptized 
Feb. 7, 1779; she married Anthony Horton. 

George, probably the oldest son, married Charlotte —; 
he was excused from payment of taxes in Breckenridge 
County Nov. 12, 1835, because of infirmity and died soon 
after. The children of George and wife, Charlotte, were: 
George, Jr., Leonard, Hetty and Charlotte. George, Jr., 
Was administrator of his father’s estate. Leonard mar- 
ried — and had four children: Warren, I¢lizabeth, Sally, 
and Francis M. Hetty married Frederic: Clayecomb and 
had two children: Frederick and Amanda. (See deed from 
heirs of Leonard Bruner, deceased, and heirs of Hetty 
Claycomb, deceased, to George R. Bruner, dated Nov. 14, 
1857, Deed Book T, page 307, Records Breckenridge Co., 
Ky. 

Peter Bruner was born about 1782 and died about 1855. 
May 8, 1809, he married Clotilda Elder, daughter of Wil- 
liam Elder, a Catholic. The marriage papers on file at 
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Springfield, Washington County, Ky., include a certifi- 
cate signed by Leonard Bruner and Arnold [ilder, and 
a bond signed by Peter Bruner and Arnold Elder. Arnold 
was a brother of Clotilda. In 1824 the Peter Bruners 
were members of the St. Theresa Congregation which 
met in a private residence in Meade Co., adjacent to 
Breckenridge (Centenary of Catholicity, by C. J. Webb, 
p. 420). No other Bruners are listed by Webb. The chil- 
dren of Peter Bruner and his wife, Clotilda, were: Wil- 
liam E., married Marthena —; Peter, born 1814, died 
1886, moved to Illinois, married Sally Claycomb 1838; 
Ann, married Pius Elder, 1831; Clotilda, Sister of 
Charity at Nazareth, Ky., 1839 to 1851. Peter Bruner 
married, second, — and had one child, Allen F. Bruner, 
who married Polly —. May 13, 1855, the above-mentioned 
children and heirs of Peter Bruner, deceased, sold their 
interest in the estate of the said Peter Bruner, deceased, 
to Leonard KE. Bruner (Deed Book X, page 299, Brecken- 
ridge County, Ky.). Feb. 7, 1876, as recorded in Deed 
Book T, page 307, Leonard E. Bruner sold to Susan 
Biddle a tract of land on Sugartree Run, known as the 
Peter Bruner farm, being the same land conveyed to 
Peter Bruner by Leonard Bruner by deed August 2, 1830, 
and recorded in Deed Book I, page 211. This last-men- 
tioned deed was signed by Leonard and his wife, Char- 
lotte, parents of Peter, as stated on page 30. 

Henry Bruner, great-grandfather of the authors, 1s 
treated below: 

Mary Bruner, date of birth uncertain; married, Sept. 
10, 1802, William Mitchell (Reeords of Breckenridge 
County, Ky., at Hardinsburg). 
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John Bruner, born Sept. 3, 1788, in Jefferson County, 
Ky.; married, May 6, 1813, Cassandra Reed. Children: 
Leonard E., born Feb. 11, 1814; George R., born May 10, 
1815; Charlotte, born March 22, 1817; Conrad, born 
April 21, 1818; Walter, born May 20, 1820; Lydia, born 
August 6, 1823; John B., born August 7, 1825; Cyrus W., 
born Sept. 4, 1828. (Note: John B. Bruner, son of John 
Bruner and Cassandra Reed Bruner, was elected to the 
Kentucky State Senate for the term of 1857 to 1861, and 
again, for the term 1865 to 1869. He advocated a policy 
of neutrality for the state of Kentucky during the Civil 
War. January 4, 1865, in the absence of the presiding 
officer (Lieutenant Governor Richard T. Jacob), John 
B. Bruner was elected speaker, pro. tem., of the Senate. 
John B. Bruner died May 29, 1878.) 


HENRY BRUNER, SON OF LEONARD AND CHARLOTTE BRUNER 


Henry Bruner (4), son of Leonard, was born about 
1783. June 4, 1804, Henry married Eve Frymire, daugh- 
ter of William Frymire, of Breckenridge County. In 
1805 Henry’s name appeared on the tax list, but without 


land. After his marriage he probably continued to live 


on his father’s Sugartree Run estate, and from 1814 to 
1816, inclusive, he was assessed on 50 acres of his father’s 
land. Tax records for 1817 and 1818 have not been found. 
In 1819, according to the tax lists, Henry moved from 
Sugartree Run and bought 200 acres of land on Yellow- 
bank Creek, probably with the assistance of his father. 
From 1819 to 1833, Henry bought 900 acres of Brecken- 


| ridge County land, chiefly on Yellowbank Creek. Three 
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years later, as shown by the deeds, all of this land had 
been sold, all deeds being signed by Henry and his wife, 
Eve. January 22, 1836, Henry and Eve sold their inter- 
est in the Breckenridge County estate of Eve’s father, 
William Frymire, deceased, who had moved in 1813 to 
Perry County, Indiana. This deed appears to be the 
last signed by Henry Bruner and his wife, I've. The later 
records contain no reference to them. 

After the sale of their kentucky lands, Henry and Eve 
Bruner went to Monmouth, Warren County, Illinois. In 
a letter dated July 1, 1943, Murry T. Bruner of Warren 
County states that a recent examination of the Ogden 
Cemetery shows that Eve Bruner died near Monmouth 
September 12, 1837. 


CHILDREN OF HENRY AND EVE BRUNER 


Henry Bruner was born December 10, 1812, and died 
April 9, 1901; he married January 6, 1833, Matilda 
Clayeomb, daughter of Frederick Claycomb and wife, 
Polly All Claycomb, of Breckenridge County, Ky. 
Further details concerning Henry are given below. 
(Frederick Claycomb was the son of Balsar and 
Catherine Rice Claycomb.) 

Charlotte Bruner was born in 1814, in Breckenridge 
County, Ky.; she died Oct. 22, 1902, in Illinois; she mar- 
ried, June 30, 1834, Sanders Franz; married (2nd) Ben- 
jamin Claycomb, son of Frederick Claycomb and his wife, 
Polly, of Breckenridge County, Ky. Benjamin and his 
wife, Charlotte, moved to Llinois and settled near the 
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other members of the Claycomb family. Some of their 
descendants are now (1940) living in Warren County, 
Illinois. 

William Bruner, born about 1816, died 1859, married 
Eliza Addkins in 1834, in Breckenridge County, Ky., and 
moved to Coldbrook Township, Warren County, Ill. They 
had seven children, including Charles Wesley, who lived 
92 years. He married Matilda Jane Allen. Charles 
Wesley and Matilda Jane Bruner were the parents of 
Miss Nettie M. Bruner, who resides (1943) at 1222 Fast 
9th Street, Long Beach, Cal. ed Wr ura ye 

HENRY BRUNER, SON OF HENRY AND EVE BRUNER 


Five generations of my Bruner ancestors lived for a 
time in Breckenridge County, Ky. My father and grand. 
father were born there. My grandfather, born in 1812, 
remained in Breckenridge County 23 years, then moved 
his family to Coldbrook Tp., Warren County, Llinois. 
Thus, he became the connecting link between his Ken- 
tucky ancestors and later generations. But pioneering 
under usual conditions is not favorable for the preserva- 
tion of family history. The pioneer has his mind, first 
of all, on the future, and Henry Bruner carried with him 
to Illinois no written records concerning the details of 
his ancestry. However, his memory was good, and his 
verbal reports regarding Leonard Bruner and his chil- 
dren have been verified by examination of the Brecken- 
ridge County records. 

Soon after their arrival in Illinois, Henry Bruner and 


his neighbors induced the county officials to build a log 
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schoolhouse and establish a school for their children. 
Some of the parents, including Henry Bruner, also at- 
tended the school when other work did not require their 
attention. During the following years Henry made addi- 
tions to his original land purchase until he owned 600 
acres of the finest Illinois land. 

Henry’s son, Francis, worked on his father’s farm until 
he reached the age of nineteen and was ready for college 
(1852). In accordance with plans previously made, 
Francis then entered Knox College, at Galesburg, Knox 
County. In 1855 Henry moved his entire family to Gales- 
burg, where he built a house opposite the southwest 
corner of the Knox campus. After the change of resi- 
dence, some of Henry’s daughters attended the Knox 
Female Seminary, and in 1869, his son John Mark, grad- 
uated at Knox College. After graduation, Francis 
Marion was sent to Europe for advanced study and John 
Mark graduated in medicine. Meanwhile their father, 
Henry, continued as active manager of his Warren Coun- 
ty farms, about nine miles from Galesburg. 

For many years after he moved to Galesburg Henry 
Bruner gave his active support to the Disciples (Chris- 
tian) Church. Later he took a prominent part, financially 
and otherwise, in bringing about the erection of a new 
church building. In this church, April 15, 1901, assembled 
his relatives, the older residents of Galesburg, repre- 
sentatives of Knox and Lombard Colleges and other city 
organizations, to pay their last tribute to one of Gales- 
burg’s distinguished citizens. He was buried in Hope 
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Cemetery, Galesburg, beside his wife, Matilda, who died 
in 1874.

County, Ky. Details in regard to him are given below.

Melissa Ann was born June 3, 1837; married James 
MeMillen; their children: Nettie, who married and died 
without issue, and Harry B. McMillen, who married (1) 
Grace Beldon, died 1892 (a son William B. died 1893) ; 
married (2) Edith Leitch, born March 17, 1884; their 
children: Harry (married Margaret IX. Porter), Mary 
Anita (married James Benson), Theodore Robert (mar- 
ried Emma Grace Smith). 

Adelina was born April 15, 1839; married (1) Andrew 
Collins; married (2) Dr. L. S. Lambert, Galesburg, Lli- 
nois. No issue. 

Sarah Jane was born July 24, 1841; married Henry 
Leonard, a Union soldier; children: John Henry; Mark 
L.; Catherine (married Maurice Garrett; children: Leon- 
ard Marjorie); Edward (married —; children: Paul, 
Irene); Hubert Francis (married Etha —-; children:

FRANCIS MARION BRUNER (2), SON OF HENRY AND MATILDA 

Franeis Marion Bruner was born Dee. 28, 1833, in 
Breckenridge County, Ky. He was taken to Illinois in 
1835 and spent his early life on his father’s Warren 
County farm. At the age of fourteen he joined the church 
and decided to prepare himself for the ministry. Accord- 
ingly he entered IXnox College in 1852 and graduated in 
1857. The following year he taught school, married 
KMsther Lane, a graduate of Knox Female Seminary, and 
made plans, with his father’s encouragement, for a period 
of study in Europe. There he perfected his knowledge 
of the German and [French languages and placed himself 
under the tutelage of the great teachers at the Univer- 
sity of Halle, Prussia, and the University of Paris. At 
the former he studied philology under Bernhardi and 
Pott, oriental languages under Reediger, philosophy 
under Erdmann, and theology under Theluck. At Paris 
his program included lectures by Quatrefages on zoology 
and anthropology; by Flourens on the physiology of the 
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nervous system; also lectures by Valenciennes, Hdwards 
and others. His European education did not break down 
the religious conservation which Francis had acquired in 
America. He never accepted the theory of evolution in 
biology or philosophy. During his last illness he wrote a 
summary of his views, entitled ‘‘The Theory of Evolu- 
tion,’’ which was published after his death. 

Francis returned to the United States in 1860. During 
the next three years he served as minister of a church 
at Monmouth, Warren County. It was a period of ex- 
citement and uncertainty; then came the Civil War. On 
moral and religious grounds Francis abhorred slavery, 
and when the opportunity came he readily accepted an 
appointment as captain in a colored regiment. ‘‘He 
joined the troops at Camp Stanton, Maryland, December 
24, 1863. Served in South Carolina and Florida. Was 
discharged September 22, 1864, from the general hospital 
at Fortress of Monroe, Virginia, on the Surgeon’s cer- 
tificate of disability.”’ 

After he returned to Illinois Francis was elected a 
member of the State Legislature for the session of 1866- 
1867. In 1870 he entered the field of college education, 
serving as President of Oskaloosa College, 1870 to 1876; 
President of Abingdon College, 1877 to 1885; and as head 
of the Bible Department of Iureka College, 1886 to 1889. 
At the end of 1889 he retired with impaired health and 
went to 'lexas to recuperate. He became almost helpless 
in 1894 and was moved to Des Moines, Iowa, where he 
died in 1899. 
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Francis Bruner’s life was a rare life, rare in deter- 
mination and purpose which transformed the nineteen 
year farmer boy into one of the best educated men of his 
day; rare in the Christian virtues which made every man 
his brother and which made him the beloved teacher and 
pastor to a multitude of people whose lives were enriched 
by contact with him. In his family life Francis was an 
ideal Christian father. Evening prayers with Bible read- 
ings were a part of the daily routine. He loved good 
music and frequently gathered the family around the 
piano for an hour of singing. In the training of his chil- 
dren he was ably assisted by our mother, the home-maker, 
who held the family together during the frequent ab- 
sences of the father. Esther Lane Bruner died Apr. 7, 
1908, age 73 at Des Moines, Ia.

Our Cooper line was established in America by Wil- 
liam Cooper (1649-1703), a Quaker from Snapt, York- 
shire, England, who migrated to Bucks County, Pa., in 
1699. The first Quaker meeting in Bucks County was held 
in his house in 1700. He married about 1672 Thomasin 
—. (Compend. Am. Geneal., Vol. 7, p. 843, and Drury 
Walls Cooper.) 


WILLIAM COOPER (8) 


William Cooper, son of William and Thomasin Cooper, 
was born at Low Edington, Lancashire, Iingland, August 
16, 1679. The name of lis wife and the date of his mar- 
riage are not known. 


JONATHAN COOPER (7) 


Jonathan Cooper was born at Low Edington, Lan- 
eashire, england, and probably came to Bucks County, 
Pa., with his parents. He married Sarah Hibbs. Jonathan 


and Sarah Hibbs Cooper had a son, Jacob, who married 
Lydia Clark. 


JACOB COOPER (6) 


Jacob Cooper was born March 29, 1727; married 
Lydia Clark; died about 1760, probably at the Bucking- 
ham Monthly Meeting, Bucks County, Pa. His widow, 
Lydia Clark Cooper, moved her family, about 1773, to 
District 96, South Carolina, where they became members 
of the Padgetts Creek Monthly Meeting. Lydia Clark 
died in 1810. 
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WILLIAM COOPER (5) 

William Cooper, son of Jacob and Lydia Clark Cooper, 
was born, it is believed, April 24, 1753, in Bucks County, 
Pa. He married, April 7, 1779, Mary Hunter at the 
Padgetts Creek M. M., South Carolina. She was born 
about 1760 and died Nov. 13, 1833. William Cooper 
died Aug. 18, 1837. Their children were: 

Lydia Cooper, born Mar. 7, 1780; died Aug. 20, 1872; 
married Jonathan Cook in 1799. 

Jonathan Cooper, born Aug. 3, 1781; died Aug. 8, 1857. 

Huldah Cooper, died very young. 

Jacob Cooper, born April 27, 1787; died Apr. 17, 1850. 

Ralph Cooper, born Jan. 30, 1793;.died Apr. 19, 1829. 

Starting in March 1807, William Cooper moved his 
family from South Carolina to Butler County, Ohio, 
where he arrived May 13, 1807. A considerable amount 
of money which he brought from South Carolina was 
invested in land in Butler and Preble Counties, Ohio. 

During his residence in District 96. South Carolina, 
William Cooper served in the army of the Revolution. 
(See Appendix, Document 1.) 


JACOB COOPER (4) 

Jacob Cooper was born Apr. 27, 1787, in South Caro- 
lina; died Apr. 17, 1850; married Apr. 24, 1810, Elizabeth 
Walls who was born Dee. 11, 1789, and died Apr. 24, 1877. 
Before they were married Jacob was living with this 
parents on the old homestead near Somerville, Butler 
County, Ohio, and Elizabeth lived with friends not far 
away. The couple decided to have a civil ceremony and 
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accordingly obtained a marriage license from the Clerk 
of the Court of Common Pleas, Butler Co. They were 
married at the home of Marsh Williams, a Justice of 
the Peace, Apr. 24, 1810. After the marriage the couple 
rode on horseback to the home of Jacob’s parents where 
they lived until Jacob completed a house for his bride. 
In this house, about one mile from Somerville, the couple 
remained until they were separated by Jacob’s death 
April 17, 1850. 

Elizabeth Walls Cooper was the daughter ot Drury 
Walls who was born about 1760 and lived in the Chester 
District, South Carolina, when Elizabeth was born. Later 
he moved to Tennessee where he died in 1792. He married 
Mary Edwards who was born about 1770 and died Apr. 
30, 1830. After the death of Drury Walls his widow 
married Rey. Edward Julian, and in 1809 the family 
moved from ‘lennessee and settled near Richmond, In- 
diana. The tollowing year, while she was staying with 
friends near Somerville, Butler County, Ohio, Hlizabeth 
Walls met Jacob Cooper and married him. Their chil- 
dren were: 

Hannah Cooper Lane, wife of Ira Lane, was born 
Apr. 4, 1811, and died Feb. 7, 1863. 

Sarah Cooper Clinger, born July 2, 1812; died June 2, 
1836. 

Lydia Cooper, born Dee. 7, 1813; died— 

Esther Cooper Shanklin, born Sept. 28, 1815; died 
March 30, 1850. 

Ruth Cooper, born Apr. 24, 1817; died Apr. 28, 1906. 
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Esaias Cooper, born Jan. 21, 1819; died Noy. 16, 1895. 

Elias Samuel Cooper, born Nov. 25, 1820; died Oct. 13, 
1862. 

Mary Cooper Conarroe (Jater Haskell), born Sept. 27, 
1821; died about 1908. 

Jacob Cooper, born Dec. 7, 1830; died Jan. 31, 1904. 

The foregoing list completes the contributions of Drury 
Walls Cooper to this history of our Cooper-Lane 
ancestors. For later additions the authors alone are re- 
sponsible. 

Hannah Cooper, oldest child of Jacob and Ehzabeth 
Walls Cooper, married Ira Lane. They are grandparents 
of Elizabeth Bruner Taylor and Henry Lane Bruner 
and will be treated below. 

Isaias Cooper, oldest son of Jacob and Elizabeth 
Walls Cooper studied medicine and moved to Ilenderson, 
Kxnox County, Illinois. He practiced for many years at 
Galesburg, in the same county. 

Ilias Samuel Cooper (1820-1862) studied medicine and 
practiced for a time in IIlinois. Later he moved to San 
Francisco, Cal., where he founded, 1858, the first medical 
school on the Pacific coast. In 1859 Dr. Cooper was 
joined in medical practice and in the medical school by 
his nephew, Levi Cooper Lane. After the death of Dr. 
Cooper in 1862 the school declined and in 1864 it was 
closed but was revived in 1870 by Dr. Lane. 

Jacob Cooper, 1830-1904, youngest son of Jacob Cooper 
and Ihizabeth Walls Cooper, was for many years pro- 
fessor of Greek and Philosophy at Rutgers College. At 
the presentation of his portrait to the Trustees of 
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Rutgers, June 20, 1906, it was said of him that ‘‘His 
virtues will not cease to be honored at this College while 
anything deserving of honor is here cherished.”’ 


THE PARENTS OF IRA LANE (3) 

Tra Lane was the son of Jesse Lane and Hannah 
Huddleston Lane of Guilford County, N. C. The ances- 
tors of Jesse Lane came from England. According to 
family tradition they settled in Virginia, from which they 
moved to North Carolina. Hannah Huddleston, born in 
Dartmouth, Bristol County, Massachusetts, was the 
daughter of Seth and Lydia Gifford Huddleston who 
went to North Carolina in 1787. In 1806 Jesse Lane 
moved his family from North Carolina to Ohio where 
he purchased 600 acres of land—a part trom the U.S. 
Land Office. (See Appendix, Document 2.) Jesse Lane 
lived near the present town of West Elkton, Preble 
County, and about five miles from the Cooper family 
who lived near Somerville, Butler County. The Lanes 
and Coopers were members of the Elk Monthly Meeting 
at West Elkton. Jesse Lane deeded parts of his real 
estate to his sons, Ira and Annuel, before his death, but 
the greater part of his property was distributed by will, 
which was probated August 4, 1852. Jesse Lane and his 
wife, Hannah, had the following children:

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IRA LANE (3) AND HIS FAMILY 


Tra Lane and his wife Hannah Cooper Lane remained 
in Preble County thirteen years, during which five of 
their children were born. In 1840, having received the 
greater part of his patrimony, Ira moved to Wayne 
County, Indiana, where he bought land on Green’s Fork, 
near Richmond. In 1853 Lra moved his family to Knox 
County, Illinois, and purchased land near Iflenderson, 
the home of Dr. Isaias Cooper. At that time Ira and his 
wife Hannah Cooper Lane had the following children: 

Levi Cooper Lane was born May 9, 18258, and died 
Feb. 18, 1902. He graduated at Jefferson Medical Col- 
lege in 1851, was surgeon in the U. S. Navy 1855-1859, 
then joined his uncle, lias Cooper, in Medical practice 
at San Francisco. At the same time he becainme a mem- 
ber of the faculty of the Medical College of the Pacific 
which his uncle founded in 1858. The Medical College 
was closed after the death of Dr. Cooper in 1862, but 
was revived in 1870 by Dr. Lane who erected new build- 
ings at his own expense in 1882 and changed the name 
to Cooper Medical College, in honor of his uncle. Before 
his death in 1902 Dr. Lane founded the Lane Hospital 
and in 1909 the Cooper Medical College and the Lane 
Hospital became the Medical College of Stanford Uni- 
versity. 

Lydia Lane was born May 1, 1830. She graduated in 
1852 at Oxford College, Oxford, Ohio, in the same class 
with her aunt, Ruth Cooper. She studied portrait paint- 
ing but gave it up and refused a flattering ofter of mar- 
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riage in order to become adopted mother to the orphaned 
sons of her brother, Barclay, whose wife died of grief 
soon after the death of her husband. 

Martha Lane was born July 19, 1832. She married 
Joel Ogborn and moved to New Sharon, Iowa, where they 
had several children. 

Esther Lane was born August 17, 1835, and died 
April 7, 1908. She graduated at Knox Female Seminary 
in 1857; married, April 1, 1858, Francis Marion Bruner. 
Their children are named below. 

Barclay Lane was born December 25, 1857. He was a 
Union soldier, married —, lived in Tennessee after the 
Civil War and was murdered there. His wife died soon 
after, leaving two young sons who were adopted by 
Lydia Lane. 

Catherine Lane was born January 24, 1842. She died 
of typhoid fever at the Lane homestead, near Hender- 
son, in 1863. Her mother, Hannah Lane died a few days 
later from the same disease. 

Elias Lane was born December 29, 1848; served as a 
Union soldier in the Civil War; later was a teacher in 
Missouri. He was married and had children: Catherine, 
who never married, and Elias who married and had c¢hil- 
dren: Ruth and Elizabeth. 

Clinton Lane was born March 27, 1849. He was killed 
in Tennessee after the Civil War; was a Union soldier. 

Cooper Lane was born November 21, 1851; married 
—; no children; was a traveling salesman; residence 
Oakland, Calif. 
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FRANCIS MARION BRUNER (2) 

Francis Marion Bruner was born December 28, 1833, 
in Breckenridge County, Kentucky; he died 1899 in Des 
Moines, Iowa; married April 1, 1858, in Knox County, 
Illinois, Esther Lane. For a list of their children, and 
for details concerning the life of Francis Marion Bruner 
see history of our Bruner Ancestors in America.

Henry Lane Bruner 
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By Henry Lane Bruner and Elizabeth Bruner Taylor 
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Introduction 


Details concerning our Bruner, Cooper and Lane 
ancestors have been assembled in other papers. The 
present paper deals with the Huddleston, Case, and Fish 
families whose genealogical relations are shown above. 
All settled in New England. Their relations to the 
Bruners, Coopers and Lanes are shown in the Appendix, 
Document 6. 

In 1629 the Plymouth Company of England deeded to 
Governor William Bradford and his associates a large 
tract of land in southeastern Massachusetts, comprising 
approximately the present counties of Plymouth, Bristol 
and Barnstable. (See abstract in Appendix, Document 1.) 
As the population of the colony increased, Governor 
Bradford allotted small tracts of land to the old comers 
who had proved their loyalty. One of these tracts, called 
Dartmouth, or Dartmouth Township, was deeded to a 
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group of thirty-six persons in 1640. In 1652, in order to 
preserve friendly relations with the Indians, the entire 
tract was purchased from the Indian chief, Massasoit, or 
Wesamequen, and his son, Wamsutta. (See copy of deed 
in Appendix, Document 2.) 

The township of Dartmouth was formed by the Plym- 
outh Court in 1664 by the union of three parts, known to 
the Indians as Cushena, Ponagansett and Acoaxet. In 
1687 these parts received new names. Cusliena becaine 
New Bedford Township, Acoaxet became Westport 
Township, and Ponagansett was called Dartmouth (Old 
Dartmouth Historical Sketches, No. 25, page 6). 

Very few of the proprietors of 1640 actually settled on 
their Dartmouth Jands. The majority had already estab- 
lished homes elsewhere and they transferred their Dart- 
mouth lands to others. In 1685 these newcomers included 
Valentine Huddleston and Robert Gifford. November 13, 
1694, Valentine Huddleston was named by Governor 
William Bradford, Jr., as one of 56 purchasers and pro- 
prietors of Dartmouth Township. (See Appendix, Docu- 
ment 1.) Each one of the 56 purchasers received 800 
acres, 

THE HUDDLESTON FAMILY 

Valentine Huddleston (8). According to present knowl- 
edge, the founder of the Huddleston family in Massa- 
chusetts was Valentine Huddleston, who was born in 1628, 
probably in England, and died in Dartmouth Township 
in 1727 (Dartmouth Vital Records, Vol. 3, p. 41). During 
the years 1667-70, Valentine purchased, or surveyed for 
purchase, 875 acres of land in Calvert and Dorchester 
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Counties, Maryland, of which 400 acres in Calvert County 
were patented (The Land Commissioner’s Office, Annap- © 
olis, Maryland). In 1671 Valentine moved from Mary- 
land to Rhode Island and soon afterward he married 
Catherine (Chatham) Chamberlain, widow of Jolin 
Chamberlain. By the marriage Valentine became step- 
father of the following Chamberlain children: Henry, 
b. 1659; William, b. 1661; Susanna, b. 1664; Peleg, b. 
1666; Jane, b. 1667. The stepsons lived in Monmouth, 
N. J., after 1680 (Stillweil, Hist. Mise. Vol. 1, p. 24; Vol. 
J, pp. 158-61). Valentine and Catherine had the following 
children: Henry, b. Sept. 21, 1673 (Savage, Geneal. Dict. 
of New Eng., p. 487); George, b. 1677 (Savage, as above, 
p. 487); Catherine, m. 1698, Joseph Collins (G. Hud- 
dleston, Hud. Fam. Tab., p. 2). 

Official recognition of Valentine Huddleston as a resi- 
dent of Dartmouth, Mass., was furnished in 1685 by the 
Plymouth Colony Records (Volume 7, pages 292-293). He 
was also named by Governor William Bradford, Jr., 
November 13, 1694, as one of the 56 purchasers and pro- 
prietors of Dartmouth Township. (Book 1, pages 365-368, 
Bristol County Northern District Land Records.) We 
again hear of Valentine Huddleston in 1701, when 
Thomas Colman, of Scituate, Mass., appointed his 
‘trusty friend, Valentine Huddleston, inhabitant of 
Dartmouth and County of Bristol,’’ as his lawful attor- 
ney for the division of a half share (400 acres) of Dart- 
mouth land. Catherine Huddleston, wife of Valentine, 
signed as a witness of the appointment. (Book 13, page 
127, Bristol County Northern District Land Records.) 
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Information concerning the location of Valentine Huddle- 
ston’s homestead is contained in a deed issued to his 
son, George, Dec. 13, 1715, which begins, ‘‘ Valentine 
Huddleston, living on the east side of Coxitt River in 
the town of Dartmouth, county of Bristol] —’’. (See 
Appendix, Document 3.) In these words, Valentine 
Huddleston places his residence in the southwest corner 
of Bristol County, Mass., the Coxitt, or Acoaxet, River 
being the west branch of Westport River. 

Henry Huddleston (7), son of Valentine Huddleston 
and his wife, Catherine, was born in Newport, Rhode 
Island, September 21, 1673; he marrted August 4, 1702, 
Sarah Case, daughter of James Case, of Little Compton, 
Rhode Island. (Little Compton Vital Records, page 18.) 
May 29, 1723, Valentine Huddleston deeded to his son, 
Henry, ‘‘that part of my homestead not already given to 
my son, George, with all my right both upland and 
meadow divided and undivided in the Township of Dart- 
mouth, also all my interest in the Province of Maryland.’’ 
(Deed in Appendix, Document 4.) The records of Bris- 
tol County show that Henry Huddleston issued 34 deeds 
in disposing of his Dartmouth lands. We do not know 
what became of Valentine Huddleston’s patented lands 
in Calvert County, Md.; the Maryland land records fur- 
nish no evidence that Henry Huddleston obtained pos- 
session of these lands. The Land Commissioner at Annap- 
olis, Md., reported, June 4, 1941, that the early land 
records of Calvert County were destroyed by fire in 
1884, and that there is little chance of finding transfers 
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of these lands. Henry Huddleston and his wife, Sarah 
Case Huddleston, had the following children:

Seth Huddleston (6), son of Henry and Sarah Case 
Huddleston, was born August 20, 1715; he married [liza- 
beth Fish, daughter of John Fish, in 1735. The records 
of Bristol County do not show that Henry Huddleston 
deeded any part of his Dartmouth land to his son, Seth. 
However, Seth owned land on the ‘‘east side of Acoxset 
tiver’’ where his father and grandfather had lived. 
May 28, 1747, Seth Huddleston and his wife, Elizabeth, 
sold ten acres of this land to Thomas Lake, weaver, of 
Dartmouth Township. (Book 36, pages 316-317, Records 
of Bristol County Northern District.) Seth Huddleston 
and his wile, Elizabeth, had four children: (Islsha 
Leonard Papers, Families, p. 1.) 

Patience, born Oct. 17, 1738 

Alice, born March 5, 1741 

Sarah, born Jan. 7, 1744 

Seth, born April 30, 1746 

Seth Huddleston (5), son of Seth and Elizabeth Fish 
Huddleston, was born in Dartmouth Township April 30, 
1746; he married October 18, 1773, Lydia Gifford, who 
was born March 25, 1746; died 1826. Examination of 
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Bristol County records reveals the following deeds bear- 
ing the name Seth Huddleston from 1769 to 1785: March 
21, 1769, 115 acres from Hezekiah Gidley to Seth Hud- 
dleston (Book 65, page 104); Sept. 15, 1781, 50 acres 
from Benjamin Gifford and wife, Alice, to Seth Hud- 
dleston (Book 65, page 105); July 2, 1784, from Seth 
Huddleston and wife, Lydia, to Daniel Whalen, 103 acres 
(Book 99, page 375). 

It is believed that all the Huddlestons were Quakers. 
However, the early Quakers were forbidden to hold meet- 
ings in Plymouth Colony, and it was not until 1699 
that a Quaker meeting house was erected in Dartmouth 
Township. 

In 1779, Seth Huddleston, Jr., served as a private in 
the Massachusetts Militia, 13th Company, Colonel 
Hathaway’s Regiment, Continental Army. (See Appen- 
dix, Document 5.) 

Seth Huddleston and family were members of the Dart- 
mouth Monthly Meeting, from which they obtained, May 
20, 1787, a transfer to the New Garden Monthly Meeting 
of North Carolina. The transfer was accepted by the 
Deep River Monthly Meeting of Guilford County, N. C., 
January 7, 1788. 

March 7, 1791, Seth Huddleston made a will, which 
was probated November, 1794, and is recorded at Greens- 
boro, Guilford County, North Carolina. Seth Huddleston 
and his wife, Lydia Gifford Huddleston, had the follow- 
ing children: (See Dartmouth Vital Records, Vol. 1, 
pp. 134-185, and Records of Deep River Monthly Meet- 
ing of Guilford County, N. C.):

Whereas the Honorable Council established at Plym- 
outh in the County of Devon for the ordering and gov- 
erning of New Iingland in America, by the authority of 
letters Patent under the Great Seal of England from the 
late Sovereign lord King James the first, bearing date 
at Westminster in the eighteenth year of his said Maj- 
esty’s reign of Iingland, and considering the fact that 
William Bradford and his associates had established at 
their own expense a town of New Plymouth in New 
england, and for their encouragement to proceed in so 
good a work especially for the propagation of religion 
and the encouragement of trade.

1654. A deed appointed to be recorded. 
New Plymouth, November the 29th, 1652. 

Know all men by these presents, that I, Wesamequen, 
and Wamsutta my son, have sold unto Mr. William Brad- 
ford, Captain Standish, Thomas Southworth, John 
Winslow, John Cooke and their associates, the pur- 
chasers or old-comers, all the tract or tracts of land lying

three miles eastward from a river called Cushenagg, to 
a certain harbour called Acoaksett, to a flat rock on the 
westward side of the said harbour. And whereas the said 
harbour divideth itself into several branches, the west- 
ernmost arme to be the bound, and all the tract or tracts 
of land from the said westernmost arme to the said river 
of Cushenagg, three miles eastward of the same, with all 
the profits and benefits within the said tract, with all the 
rivers, creeks, meadows, necks and islands that lye in or 
before the same, and from the sea upward to go so high 
that the English may not be annoyed by the hunting of 
the Indians in any sort of their cattle. And I, Wesame- 
quen, and Wamsutta, do promise to remove all the 
Indians within a year from the date hereof that do live 
in the said tract. And we, the said Wesamequen and 
Wamsutta, have fully bargained and sold unto the afore- 
said Mr. William Bradford, Captain Standish, Thomas 
Southworth, John Winslow, John Cooke, and the rest of 
their associates, the purchasers or old-comers, to have 
and to hold for them and their heirs and assigns for- 
ever. And in consideration hereof, we the above-men- 
tioned are to pay to the said Wesamequen and Wam- 
sutta as followeth: Thirty yards of cloth, eight moose- 
skins, fifteen axes, fifteen hoes, fifteen pair ot breeches, 
eight blankets, two kettles, one cloak, 2 in wWampan, 
eight pair stockings, eight pair of shoes, one iron pot, 
and ten shillings in another comoditie.

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SETH HUDDLESTON WILL 

Seth Huddleston, born 1748, died 1794, married 1773 
Lydia Gifford. They were members of the Dartmouth 
Quaker church, Dartmouth, Mass. They moved from 
Dartmouth to Guilford County, North Carolina, in 1788. 

Seth Huddleston made a will which is recorded in 
Greensboro Court House, A 1799-1812, p. 163. A copy is 
attached hereto. 

I Seth Huddleston of Guilford County and State of 
North Carolina yeoman, being at this time of sound and 
disposing mind and memory for which favor I am de- 
sirous to be truly thankful, and calling to mind the mor- 
tality of the body and that it is appointed for all men 
once to die thought best to make this my last will and 
testament and as to my worldly estate wherewith it has 


pleased God to bless me in this life, I give devise and 
dispose in the following manner and form. 

Imprimis—my will is that all my just debts, funeral 
and expenses and expenses of all kinds with respect to 
selling my real estate be paid in reasonable time next 
after my decease out of the live stock. 

Item—lI give and bequeath unto my beloved wife Lydia 
Huddleston the whole use of and improvements of my 
estate until my son Jonathan arrives to lawful age, if 
she remains my widow the better to enable her to bring 
up my children and after the expiration of that time if 
she remains my widow, I give to her the improvements 
of the one half of my homestead from the duration of 
the time of her remaining my widow and if she should 
marry again I give her as a free gift one feather bed 
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and the furniture thereto belonging, she to have the 
choice of my beds, also one chest which is called her chest 
and one iron pot to her and her assigns forever. 

Item—I give to Jonathan Huddleston the one half of 
my real estate he to come into possession thereof at the 
age of twenty one years, to him my said son and to his 
heirs and assigns forever. 

Item—I give and bequeath unto my six daughters 
namely Sarah, Levinah, Mary, Elizabeth, Hlannah and 
Rachel to be equally divided between them the one half 
of my real estate they to come into possession thereof 
at the death or marriage of my widow which shall first 
happen. : 

Item—My will is that my six daughters before named 
and each of them have the privilege to live in my dwell- 
ing house with their mother so long as they shall remain 
unmarried and my will is that they my said widow and 
six daughters be well provided with suitable fire wood 
cut at the door by my son Jonathan during the time of 
my widow’s remaining unmarried. ° 

Item—lI give to my said son Jonathan all my farming 
tools of all kinds together with the day wearing apparel, 
to him and his assigns forever. 

Item—I give to my wife and my six daughters before 
named namely all my indoor movables (not before men- 
tioned in this my will) together with my loom and weav- 
ing gear of all kinds to be equally divided between them. 

Item—lI give unto my son Jonathan all the rest and 
residue of my estate not otherwise disposed of in this my 
will, to him, his heirs and assigns forever. 
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Item—I hereby appoint my beloved wife Lydia Hud- 
dleston and William Beard Executrix and Executor to 
this last will and testament hereby making null and void 
all other will and testaments by me before made, con- 
firming this and no other to be my last will and testament.

JOSEPH BRUNER (1) | 

Our Bruner line was established in America by Joseph 
Bruner, a German Protestant, who came to the new world 
in quest of political and religious liberty. His German 
home was in Schifferstadt (Schefferstadt), Rheinpfalz 
(Rhine Palatinate). At the time when Joseph Bruner 
emigrated, the Rheinpfalz included territory both east 
and west of the Rhine River. The eastern division con- 
tained the important towns Heidelberg and Mannheim, 
the latter being capitol of the entire province. Schiffer- 
stadt was in the western part of the province, on Reh 
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Bach, a tributary of the Rhine. In 1802 the Rheinpfalz 
lost its territory east of the Rhine, the greater part of 
which, including Heidelberg and Mannheim, was annexed 
by Baden. The present boundaries of the Rheinpfa!z 
were fixed in 1815, when it became a dependency of 
Bavaria, with Speyer as the seat of government. The 
modern Rheinpfalz is a rich grain-producing region with 
an area of 2124 square miles. In 1890 it had a population 
of 728,422 and Schifferstadt had 5000. 

The first member of Joseph Bruner’s family to reach 
America was his oldest son Jacob, who arrived in Phila- 
delphia, Pa., on the ship Mortonhouse, August 23, 172S. 
He took the oath of allegiance to the King of England 
August 24, 1728, under the name Jacob Brunner. (Strass- 
burger-Hinke, Pennsylvania German Pioneers, Vol. 1, 
pages 17 and 18.) There is no evidence in the passenger 
list of the Mortonhouse, indicating that Jacob Bruner 
had a family when he came to America. Only the men 
are named. However, it is entirely possible that the un- 
named 67 women and 56 children on the Mortonhouse 
included Jacob Bruner’s wife and one or more of his 
children. 

Joseph Bruner, with other members of his family, 
sailed for America on the ship Allen, July 7, 1729, and 
reached Philadelphia Sept. 11, 1729. In the passenger 
list Joseph and his children (John, Henry and Cath- 
erine Elizabeth) are enrolled under the name ‘‘Prun- 
der.’’ Joseph’s wife is not listed and it is assumed that 
she died in Germany. A young son, Elias, was probably 
a passenger but is not named. A married daughter, Anna 
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Barbara, and her husband, Christian Getzendanner, were 
also passengers on the Allen. (Strassburger-Hinke, 
Pennsylvania German Pioneers, Vol. 1, p. 27, List 10 A.) 
The adult males of the group, including three Bruners 
(Joseph, John and Henry) and Christian Getzendanner, 
were naturalized at the Philadelphia Courthouse Sep- 
tember 15, 1729. In the naturalization list the name 
Prunder was changed to ‘‘Bruner.’’ (Strassburger- 
Hinke, Pennsylvania German Pioneers, Vol. 1, p. 29, Lists 
10 B and 10C; also Penn. Archives, Series 2, Vol. 17, 
page 18.) 

Other immigrants who came to America with the Bru- 
ners may be mentioned here: Jacob Sturm (Storm) 
arrived with Jacob Bruner August 23, 1728, and was 
naturalized with Jacob August 24, 1728. Maria Anna 
Sturm, probably a daughter of Jacob Sturm, married 
Peter Bruner, son of Jacob, in Frederick, Md. The 
Amwigh (Amweg) family, including Lenhart, John 
Michael and Magdalena, came to America with Joseph 
Bruner September 11, 1729. Lenhart Amwigh was natur- 
alized with Joseph Bruner September 14, 1729.

Arrival in Prince George’s County, Maryland 


The movements of the Bruners after their arrival in 
Philadelphia are not definitely known. ‘Germantown, at 
that time a separate town near Philadelphia, was a meet- 
ing place for Protestant refugees from western Germany, 
but there is no evidence that the Bruners were there. We 
do know, however, that they eventually joined the migra- 
tion of Pennsylvania Germans toward western Maryland 
and Virginia where vacant lands could be obtained at 
prices much lower than the customary prices in Penn- 
sylvania. 

The route taken by these immigrants led through the 
southern counties of Pennsylvania to the present Adams 
County, from which it followed the Monocacy River into 
Maryland. By this route, about 1729, came members of 
the Lutheran Church, who established on the west bank 
of the Monocacy, a settlement called Monocacy—the first 
German settlement in Maryland (Schultz, p. 39). A large 
number of Germans from York and Lancaster Counties, 
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Pa., including the Ramsbergs and Peckinbaughs, also 
settled near Monocacy. Both of these families were 
friends of the Bruners, Stephen Ramsberg married Cath- 
erine Bruner, daughter of Joseph. Schultz, pp. 23, 41.) 
By the Monocacy River route probably came the Bruners, 
members of the German Reformed Church, who located 
ten miles south of the Monocacy settlement, on land near 
the present town of Frederick, Md. 

The land occupied hy the Bruners was part of a 7000 
acre tract, called ‘‘Tasker’s Chance,’’? which was pat- 
ented June 7, 1727, to Benjamin Tasker, President of the 
Council of Maryland. The Bruners and Getzendanners 
were among the first to settle in .Tasker’s Chance 
(Schultz, p. 39). They chose a location on Carroll Creek, 
near the Monocaecy River—a location which must have 
reminded them of their German home on Reh Bach, near 
the Rhine. The picture was completed when Joseph 
Bruner purchased a tract of land on Carroll Creek and 
ealled it ‘‘Schifferstadt’’ in honor of his native city. The 
Bruners probably occupied their land some years before 
they obtained deeds. When Joseph Bruner finally re- 
ceived a deed in 1746, it was definitely stated that the 
grantee ‘‘is now in actual possession (Schultz, p. 7). 


The Bruners Take the Oath of Allegiance to Maryland 


Apparently the earliest official reference to the Bru- 
ners, as residents of Prince George’s County, has been 
found in the naturalization list, dated May 3, 1740, when 
Joseph and his family took the oath of allegiance to Lord 
Baltimore, Proprietor of Maryland. (See Records of the 
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Council of Maryland, Book 82; also, Maryland Magazine 
of History, Vol. 26, p. 156.) At the time mentioned the 
family of Joseph Bruner (called Branner) included the 
following children and grandchildren:
